PRESIDENT’S DISTINGUISHED LECTURE SERIES 

Broadbent to address social rights 


The Hon. Dr. Ed Broadbent—member 
of parliament for 21 years and leader 
of the federal New Democratic Party 
from 1975 to 1989—will deliver a 
President’s Distinguished Lecture, 7:30 
p.m., March 5 in the David Lam 
Auditorium (MacLaurin A144). 

Broadbent’s presentation is entitled 
“Citizenship and Social Rights—What’s 


Going On?” 

At a lecture at the Canadian High 
Commission in London last year, 
Broadbent said: “We must decide upon 
the appropriate national and 
international mechanisms to enable 
the democratic state to do its job in a 
globalized market economy. Failing 
that, the withering away of social and 


economic rights will foreshadow a 
period of history which at best will 
mean even more inequality and 
deepening insecurity. At worst it can 
bring on a world that will be more 
than merely unpleasant for us all.” 

After leaving politics, Broadbent 
served six years as the first president

Artist in national limelight

Titled “Strange Enchantment” 
Canadian Art's probing profile of 
Meigs and her work carries with it 
10 colour plates of works done by 
Meigs from 1986 to the the more 
recent (circa 1996) Dummies series. 
This series alone justifies the above 
description of Meigs as one of 
Canada’s most interesting painters, 
Tousley writes.

ratified 

UVic’s Board of Governors has 
ratified new agreements with 
the two CUPE locals on campus. ~ 
The agreements, which run April 
1,1997 to March 31,1999, provide 
for a one per cent across the 
board increase on April 1,1998 
and a further one per cent 
adjustment applied to the salary 
grid on March 31,1999- The new 
contracts cover the approxi¬ 
mately 300 CUPE Local 917 
members (trades, and outside, 
food and conference workers) 
and approximately 600 Local 951 
members (inside clerical and 
technical support staff). 

Local 951 members will also 
receive pay equity adjustments as 
of Jan. 1,1998. The pay equity 
plan, which was approved by the 
provincial government, resulted 
from a joint union-university job 
evaluation process and helps to 
close the historic wage gap 
between jobs on campus 
traditionally performed by 
women and those traditionally 
performed by men. The Board 
approved the agreements at its 
Feb. 2 meeting.

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International outlook 
encouraged by new office 

UVic has always had a presence on the global stage, but the 
increase in our international activity in the past few years is truly 
breathtaking. 

In 1992 UVic had half a dozen academic exchanges with other 
institutions in Germany and Asia. Today, that number stands at over 
90 agreements for faculty and student exchanges, cooperative 
research and resource-sharing with institutions throughout Asia, 
and in Europe, Latin America, Australia and New Zealand. UVic 
faculty members are involved in research around the world. Nearly 
200 of our students were placed in international work-terms last 
year and another 100 were on academic exchanges in other 
countries. Students in Hong Kong, Korea, and Thailand are taking 
UVic courses in their home countries, and 770 international students 
from 63 different countries are here on campus enriching the 
experiences of our Canadian students. 

The evidence of our international involvement is everywhere on 
campus, as would be expected from the University’s Strategic Plan. 

A product of two and a half years of intensive work and discussion 
on campus, and perhaps the most extensive external consultation 
process ever undertaken by a Canadian university, the Plan 
recognizes both the need for an international outlook in our 
teaching, learning and research, and supports the University’s 
continued leadership in the search for solutions to the social, 
economic, and environmental challenges facing communities 
around the globe. 

Among the Plan’s key recommendations is the creation and 
funding of an international office to expand, promote, co-ordinate 
and facilitate UVic’s international activities. In response, we have 
recently established the Office of International Affairs, with Dr. 
Anthony Welch as Executive Director. Dr. Welch takes over from Dr. 
John Schofield, who has done the job “off the side of his desk”, first 
as Associate Vice-President Academic and then as the Dean of the 
Faculty of Social Sciences. Dr. Schofield, and Dr. Cecilia Benoit who 
assisted him, deserve our congratulations for overseeing the 
explosion in international activities over the last few years. 

To support Dr. Welch and the new office, we have created an 
International Coordinating Committee, comprising our three vice- 
presidents, Dr. Welch and me, which will meet as often as necessary. 
The University being what it is— diverse and creative, we can 
expect international initiatives to come from any individual or any 
administrative unit. To make the most of our resources and 
opportunities, it will be essential for us all to keep the International 
Affairs Office informed about our international activities. As with 
other areas of activity on campus, effective and timely communica¬ 
tion is always a challenge, and we have already discovered that 
without an international support structure in place we’re vulner¬ 
able to errors of process, opportunities missed, inconsistencies, and 
other undesirable results that undercut our efforts. 

Individual scholars may find it particularly useful to consult 
with Dr. Welch, as there may be opportunities for support both for 
themselves and their colleagues. As always, the appropriate vice- 
president should also be informed. 

Our international initiatives are important to our students, our 
research and our teaching programs, but they don’t come without a 
call on resources. The tremendous increase in our international 
involvement has been accompanied by a corresponding increase in 
efforts to raise the funds needed to support them. The most 
successful of these is the Asia Partners Fund, which already exceeds 
$1 million. In a future Nott

“They [Child Care Services staff] 
took me into account as a mother 
and as a person, as well as 
Rhiannon,” says Welling. "I think I’ve 
cried on every shoulder in the day 
care and never felt they didn’t have 
time. It’s the day care that gives me 
support—especially when Rhiannon 
was younger. The day care was my 
lifeline, for a long time.” 

Welling has given energy back to 
Child Care through serving on the 
Child Care Advisory Board and as 
President of the White House Society. 

Rhiannon, 6, remained at Child 
Care Services through Kindergarten 
and is now in Grade 1 at Frank Hobbs 
elementary school, attending Child 
Care’s after school program. She can 
remain with the after school program 
until she’s 12 years old. 

Child Care provides the children 
with an important continuity in 
their lives, points out Welling. 
Rhiannon has known children there 


since she was age 2 who are with 
her now in Grade 1. There is 
continuity in the child care staff 
caring for her, as well. 

“Lucille [Lucille MacKay, manager 
of Child Care Services] has done a 
great job in hiring and retaining 
staff. It’s one of the things which 
makes it so good. For day care 
workers, they are well paid (I’m not 
going to say that day care workers 
are well paid). Up until a couple of 
years ago, there were staff at the 
day care who had been there at 
least 15 years. That’s phenomenal 
in a day care.” 

And Child Care retains a list of 
substitutes, so even when regular 
staff is absent the children are 
frequently with familiar caregivers. 
Each of the centres has a staff 
member to work with special 
needs children, and regular staff 
are trained in early childhood 
education.

ALTERNATIVE TO INTERLIBRARY LOANS 

Library offers new 
electronic document 
delivery service

A special initiative to increase Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council funding for UVic faculty 
and graduate students has been 
launched by the Office of Research 
Administration and participating 
faculties, research centres, and 
senior offices at UVic. Dr. Rosemary 
Ommer will coordinate this initia¬ 
tive as UVic’s first SSHRC Advisor. 

She has come to UVic to on a two- 
year appointment as Visiting 
Research Fellow in the Centre for 
Studies in Religion and Society. 

“Dr. Ommer’s extensive experi¬ 
ence with grant writing and review 
and multi-disciplinary research 
make her an ideal choice to assist 
our University,” says Dr. Howard 
Brunt, acting Associate Vice- 
President, Research. Ommer will be 
responsible for training groups of 
researchers on grants-crafting and 
funding sources. She will be 
available for one-on-one assistance 
with grant applications and will be 
identifying and developing opportu¬ 
nities for individual and interdisci¬ 
plinary research initiatives and 
networks. 

Ommer is visiting UVic from 
Memorial University in Newfound¬ 
land where she was the Research 
Director of the Institute of Social 
and Economic Research for six 
years. 

“I have learned that getting 
funding for good research increas¬ 
ingly means building partnerships 
outside of academia wherever that 
is appropriate, devising a whole new 
approachable language and way of 
disseminating knowledge, learning a 
whole new way to justify the costs 
of research and a whole new set of 
skills in grants-crafting, doing a 
great deal of networking, and 
developing an increasing amount of 
interdisciplinary research designed 
to deal with the increasingly 
complex problems we face today,” 
says Ommer. 

Ommer has become increasingly 
aware of just how threatened 
university research in the social 
sciences and humanities is becom¬ 
ing. SSHRC funding has been 
shrinking each year, forcing 
universities to become more 
competitive for research dollars. 

“While UVic’s success rate with 
SSHRC grant competitions is good, 
given the high quality of researchers 
in the areas funded by the Council, 
we feel that there is room for 
improvement,” says Brunt. However, 
this special initiative is not designed 
primarily to grab more research 
dollars from a shrinking federal pot. 
“More importantly, with SSHRC’s 
increasing emphasis on bringing 
together researchers from multiple 
disciplines to work on complex 
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issues, we wanted to put in place 
additional support mechanisms to 
help develop research groups,” says 
Brunt. 

Ommer has built an impressive 
background in research develop¬ 
ment based on experience in 
coordinating multidisciplinary 
research. As director of the Eco- 
Research Tricouncil grant at 
Memorial, she coordinated a 
massive interdisplinary inquiry 
into the Newfoundland fishery 
crisis. She is co-chair of the 
Canadian National Committee of 
the International Human Dimen¬ 
sions Program (IHDP), and is 
advisor to UVic’s Canadian 
Families Project. Her experience 
with SSHRC includes three years as 
member of the History Committee as 
well as chair of the Doctoral/Post¬ 
doc Committee, and three years as 
member of SSHRC Council, during 
which time she was a member of 
the Program Committee, and the 
Working Group for SSHRC’s “New 
Strategic Plan." She received her PhD 
in geography from McGill University 
and is a professor of history. 

Her position is funded by 
contributions from the Office of 
Research Administration, faculties of 


Social Sciences, Humanities, Fine 
Arts, Business, Education, Human 
and Social Development and Law; 
the Institute of Dispute Resolution, 
and the Centres for Studies in 
Religion and Society, Asia-Pacific 
Initiatives and Aging; the President 
and the Vice-President Academic 
and Provost. Delegates from the 
contributors will form an advisory 
committee to monitor the results of 
the SSHRC initiative and will advise 
Ommer on various matters as they 
arise. Ommer will meet with faculty 
members during the SSHRC grants- 
crafting meetings which occur 
annually, at the invitation of any 
department or centre, with individu¬ 
als on request, and at the invitation 
of any part of the university that 
needs her services. She is located in 
Sedgewick Building B 121 and can be 
reached at 472-4453; email:

Ommer will be presenting the 
results of her interdisciplinary team 
project in a talk entitled: “Sustain¬ 
able fish, sustainable fishers?: an 
interdisciplinary analysis of the 
crisis in Newfoundland coastal 
communities” March 12 in the Senate 
Chambers (University Centre A180) 
from 12:30 to 1:30 pm. 


UVic researchers in science, technol¬ 
ogy, and health sciences can now 
order copies of articles from a 
selection of 50,000 journals via the 
World Wide Web and pick up their 
(black-and-white, laser printed) 
copies two or three days later at the 
McPherson loan desk, thanks to an 
agreement between CISTI (the 
Canada Institute for Scientific and 
Technical Information) and COPPUL 
(the Council of Prairie and Pacific 
University Libraries). 

The new service provides a fast 
alternative to interlibrary loans, 
costs the researcher nothing (the 
Libraries cover the $6 charge per 
filled request), and is proving quite 
popular. During a pilot program of 
the system last spring, biology PhD 
student Greg Stuart was one user 
who relied heavily on the system. 

“It was a very positive experi¬ 
ence,” he says. “I work at the Centre 
for Environmental Health research¬ 
ing the effects of aging and diet on 
mutagenesis, and I need access to 


articles in journals that aren’t 
available at UVic, including “Car¬ 
cinogenesis” and “Diet and Ageing.” 
Due to the lack of a medical school 
at UVic, there is not a demand to 
subscribe to these kinds of journals.” 
In the first two weeks of operation 
in January, 62 researchers registered 
for the service, ordered 107 items, of 
which 103 were received. 

UVic faculty members, graduate 
students, or other researchers must 
register for the service with Katy 
Nelson (kajn@uvic.ca or 721-8272). 
Each will then be issued a pass¬ 
word and account number, 
necessary to place orders on 
ClSTI’s website. 

Further information on the CISTI 
document delivery service is 
available on the Libraries’ website at

The UVic Libraries are also 
working to develop similar relation¬ 
ships with document suppliers in 
other fields of research.

She had become 
involved lately in courses designed to train her to be an instructor for 
blind students learning computer skills.

Nursing pioneer lends support 


Canadian nursing pioneer and UVic 
emeritus professor Dr. Mary Richmond 
lends her name and her support to a 
School of Nursing lecture series 
offered at both UVic and the School’s 
lower mainland campus at Langara 
College beginning next month. The 
first annual Mary Richmond Lecture 
Series is free and open to the public. 

The initial presentation, “Quality 
of Life—Definitions, Measurement and 
Applications to Practice,” will be given 
by Dr. Anita Molzahn, Dean of the 
Faculty of Human and Social 
Development, on March 3 at 7:30 p.m. 
in the F. Murray Fraser Auditorium 
(Begbie 159). Molzahn will repeat her 


presentation on April 24 on the 5th 
floor of the Library Building at 
Langara College. 

This will be followed by “Fostering 
Synergy Between Nursing Research 
and Practice,” with Dr. Howard Brunt 
(Nursing) on March 17 and “Uninten¬ 
tional Injury Among Seniors: What 
Have We Learned?” with Dr. Elaine 
Gallagher (Nursing) on April 7. Both 
lectures begin at 7:30 p.m. and take 
place in the F. Murray Fraser Audito¬ 
rium. 

Richmond earned a nursing degree 
at McGill and an MA at Columbia 
University. In the 1950s, she was 
director of nursing education at 


Victoria’s Royal Jubilee Hospital where 
she initiated programs in tuberculosis, 
public health and psychiatric nursing. 
She later taught at McGill and, as 
director of nursing at Vancouver 
General Hospital, was a moving force 
on the 1967 committee that recom¬ 
mended that the training of nurses be 
part of the university system. 

She returned to Victoria in 1974 
as director of education resources at 
Royal Jubilee and joined UVic’s new 
School of Nursing, first as an 
adjunct professor and, later, as 
acting director in 1979-80. UVic 
conferred her with an honorary 
degree in 1991.

Humanists describe their role 
in age of economics

Humanists have as their vocation— 
their calling—the study of texts in 
all their variety. But is the study of 
texts endangered by the increasing 
emphasis on vocational training as 
universities are required to account 
for themselves in primarily eco¬ 
nomic terms? Are humanities 
faculties destined to become 
parasites attached to vocational 


schools? These were some of the 
questions raised in the Senate 
Chambers Jan. 23 during the fourth 
panel discussion in the series 
“Memory, Communication and 
Value” sponsored by the Vice- 
President Academic and Provost and 
the Humanities Centre. 

The panel, organized and chaired 
by Dr. Leslie Saxon (Linguistics), 
addressed the theme of “Text and 
Vocation,” exploring the nature and 
variety of texts studied by human¬ 
ists and the values accompanying 
such study. Panellists were Dr. Ewa 
Czaykowska-Higgins (Linguistics), Dr. 
Brian Dippie (History), Dr. Yuen- 


Fong Woon (Pacific & Asian 
Studies), Christine Welsh (Women’s 
Studies) and Vancouver linguist, 
poet, cultural historian, and expert 
on typography Robert Bringhurst. 

Humanists are necessarily called 
to their careers out of love rather 
than because of any marketability 
of training in the study of texts, 
said Czaykowska-Higgins. She spoke 


of her own “calling” to linguistics as 
a vocation when, at the age of 16, 
she was “astonished” by the idea of 
a universal grammar—that humans 
are born with innate knowledge of 
linguistic structure. She described 
the primary focus of linguistics as 
on spoken texts regarded in relation 
to the system of language. She spoke 
of the value of teaching written 
theoretical texts in linguistics as a 
way of helping students develop 
their critical and analytical skills. 

She closed by quoting Northrop 
Frye in his 1988 book On Education: 
“...every field of knowledge is the 
centre of all knowledge, and ...it 


doesn’t matter so much what you 
learn, when you learn it in a 
structure that can expand into other 
structures.” 

Dippie described himself as a 
cultural historian of the 19th 
century U.S. West and an “omnivore” 
having “the privilege of dealing 
with any sort of text that will yield 
meaning.” He confessed to a 
fascination with visual art, litera¬ 
ture and song as texts that help him 
understand how different the past is 
from the present. He spoke of 
cautioning his students not to 
impose a set of current values on 
the past. “I trust in texts,” said 
Dippie, but he urges students not to 
have a naive faith in the document, 
but to inform themselves of its 
context, the conditions of its 
creation and preservation, its 
omissions and biases. 

Woon described a set of issues 
relating to texts used in her seminar 
on Asian Canadians and their 
homelands. Beginning in the early 
1980’s, she said, with the publication 
of Joy Kogawa’s Obasan, the voices 
of Asian Canadians began to be 
heard, breaking the silence and 
questioning earlier official truths. 
Woon argued forcefully for the 
value of using such minority 


literature in her seminar in order to 
provide human context for texts by 
social scientists. Woon advocated 
approaching texts on their own 
culturally specific terms. “I try to 
avoid literary theories,” she said. “I 
consider them a form of cultural 
imperialism” 

Woon has, in part as a result of 
teaching the seminar, begun writing a 
novel, The Excluded Wife, about a first- 
generation immigrant from China. In it, 
she draws from her scholarly research 
on communities in South China, her 
own experiences living in Hong Kong, 
and extensive interviews with older 
Chinese immigrants in Victoria and 
Vancouver. 

Welsh described her vocation as 
that of a filmmaker who, for 25 
years, has made films with, for, and 
about Aboriginal women in Canada. 
She spoke of the use of films as 
texts in her course “Indigenous 
Cinema: Decolonizing the Screen.” 
The focus of the course is on how 
Aboriginal people represent them¬ 
selves in such “texts.” 


cultural heritage.” In the residential 
schools, Bringhurst argued, Native 
children were brought into a 
deficient learning environment in 
order to replace their cultural 
prosperity with the ability to 
function in the wider economy. The 
university is being asked to help 
create ever greater material 
prosperity. “What for?” asked 
Bringhurst. “Would you rather have 
three cars in the garage or a 
language you can speak that will 
say something when you speak it?” 

Bringhurst described the 
humanities as a field of knowledge 
that, by exposing students to texts 
from other times and cultures, 
resists the imposition of a single 
culture. 

“The university must allow this 
to happen,” he said. “If the univer¬ 
sity becomes a vocational school, 
education will be driven elsewhere. 
The students will find their teachers 
elsewhere, perhaps among poets and 
filmmakers, because that is the 
students’ vocation.”

“These films are made for a 
purpose, not just as personal or 
artistic expressions,” she said. “Each 
film is a political act, the latest 
chapter in a long and enduring 
storytelling tradition. We’re telling 
these stories for ourselves.” The 
course examines a wide range of 
issues relating to such texts and the 
conditions of their creation and 
reception. These include the politics 
of representation: “how people are 
represented, who speaks for whom;" 
and the politics of production: who 
finances a film, what are the 
benefits and risks to participants in 
the film. 

Welsh also spoke eloquently of 
the responsibilities of those who 
receive these texts. “We are asked to 
bear witness so that the story does 
not end with us,” said Welsh. 
“Listening is a form of taking action, 
if you listen with all of who you are 
to what you are being given.” 

Bringhurst described universities

UVic First Nations students will examine everything from the stereotyping of 
Aboriginal women to how First Nations people are depicted in the Royal B.C. 
Museum in “A Celebration of Our Learning,” a First Nations student symposium 
on Feb. 26 from 2 to 6 p.m. in the Senate Chambers (University Centre 180). 

Presenters include: Gloria Jean Frank, from Ahousat of the Nuuchalnulth 
First Nations, on how the First Peoples exhibit at the Royal B.C. Museum only 
covers a small part of Aboriginal culture and how it influences visitors’ 
impressions of First Nations people; Leona J. Daniels, of the Ktunaxa Nation and 
a member of the Columbia Lake Band, on disturbing trends within the process 
of the incorporation of the Ktunaxa/Kinbasket Child and Family Service 
Society; Sarah Hunt, of the Kwagulth band of the Kwakwaka’wakw nation, on 
issues of prostitution and stereotypes of Aboriginal women; Maxine Hayman, of 
the Kwakiutl First Nation (Fort Rupert) on the importance of contextualizing 
legal and social questions concerning Aboriginal women within the colonial 
reality; Anna Hudson, with ties to the Ktunaxa Nation in the Kootenays, with a 
critical examination of the discourse of Aboriginal self-government; and Chris 
Cook Ill, of the Kwaguilth, on native identity based on the culture and themes 
of his people, the Kwakawka’waka. 

Everyone is welcome to attend the symposium. 



TechBC boycott grows: More than 70 Canadian university faculty organiza¬ 
tions have voted to boycott the Technical University of BC (TechBC). 
International faculty associations are anxious to see the legislation creating 
TechBC amended to protect academic freedom and governance. “This boycott 
is essential,” said Robert Clift, executive director of the Confederation of 
University Faculty Associations of B.C. “For two years, the government of B.C. 
and the governors of TechBC have proven themselves unwilling to engage in 
substantive discussion on how to run this institution.” The CAUT says 
academic staff will not have an effective and assured role in determining 
and directing teaching and research at TechBC. (CAUT Bulletin, Jan. 1998)
